Aug. I to pay current expenses, the 
various funds being confused and de­ 
pleted by distribution aomng town 
ships. Of the $142,000 in the treasury 
this week. *104,COO has been checked 
out to the townships, leaving $44,000, 
with the addition of $11.5po since co! 
lect cd. to meet the demands of various 
funds calling for nearly $100,000. Two 
commissioners are said to be willing 
to accept $40,oou, and one is spilling 
to accept *50,000 in settlem ent of the 
$60,tMHI shortage, but the proposition 
has not been made ta the bondsmen. 
The report of the alleged bankrupt­ 
cy of the county is ..isputed by the 
bondsmen, who claim that in view of 
the county’s assessed valuation of 
*25,IKM),(WH) taxables and little indebt 
edtiess, the cree it of the county la as 
good as ever, and better than many 
others. 
The county had ao difficulty 
in selling numerous road and ditch 
bonds this year.

The citizens 
here have been divided upon the sub­ 
ject ever since it was first brought up 
last winter. 
At that time 
quit© a 
number of the citizens began to talk 
incorporation. 
A petition asking, for an election 
was soon drawn up and signed bv 
alwHU one third of til© legal voters of 
Glenwood- 
This petition was present­ 
ed to tile county commissioners at 
their April term, being flied on the 
4th day of that month. 
A survey of the proposed incorpora­ 
tion lines was made by John Finns, 
Jr. 
The lines embraced 25,48 acreage 
Fayette county and 106.52 acres in 
Rush county. 
A plat of this survey] 
was placed upon exhibition at the lo­ 
cal postoffice on January 7th, and it 
remained there for the inspection of 
Hie citizens nut ii March (rh. 
Toe commissioners granted the peti 
lion for the election and ordered an 
election to be held on April 22d, for 
til© purpose-of determining whether or 
not the town should be incorporated. 
However, when the election notices 
were secured it was found that they 
did not give accurately enough the 
boundaries of the proposed incopora- 
lion. 
Thereupon 
th© election 
was 
postponed nntii May 16th. 
On that 
day Iii© election was held at the Glen­ 
wood school house between the hours 
of 0 a. in. and 4 p. rn, and it resulted 
in favor of incorporation by a major­ 
ity of nim*.
